B O Y S WITH G U N S 
After nine boys, 12 to 16 years old, had 
been arrested in a certain town for shooting 
out the glass from 17 windows in a school 
building, the boat'd of education in that city 
asked hardware stores in the vicinity not to 
sell BB guns to children. The damage done 
to the windows amounted to $75. The dam­ 
age done to the boys will dejH'nd on how their 
case is handled. They are to In* prosecuted 
in Juvenile Court. 
It’s a good idea not to sell any kind of guns 
to youngsters who have no legitimate use for 
them and no judgment or self-control in 
handling such playthings. 
On the other hand, what boy doesn't like 
to shoot—a slingshot, or a bow and arrow', 
or a gun? With target shooting and tourna­ 
ments under proper supervision and instruc­ 
tion, in school gym or in recreation centers 
or such groups as the Boy Scouts, this natu­ 
ral zest for shooting could be exercised with 
harm to no one and no property. 
Young people must lie taught to behave 
themselves, to respect property, to distin­ 
guish righi and wrong in their sport. A right 
attitude in these matters could be more ef­ 
fectively presented, intelligently and con­ 
structively, if high spirits and pride in phys­ 
ical prowess were at the same time given 
range in safe and reasonable ways. 


WE AMERICANS 
When a citizen of this country says “We 
Americans,” he means only tho [>eople of the 
United States. When a citizen of almost any 
other republic of this hemisphere says it, he 
means all of us. 
A woman born in the Middle West who 
liv ed in Argentina for several years says she 
was annoyed at first by the broad use of the 
term. Gradually, as she came to know many 
Argentinians as friends and fellow workers 
and as she traveled in other Latln-American 
countries, it dawned on her that the inclu­ 
sive meaning of the word was a fine thing. 
They and we are all Americans. Columbus 
discovered a new world, not a new country. 
In fact, there wasn’t a country for him to 
discover at that time. And the early geog­ 
raphers who gave the continents of the new 
world the name “America” had no future 
government and its citizens in mind. 
We Americans have more things in com­ 
mon than our name. All of us fought for 
our independence. Except for the native In­ 
dians and the colored people who were 
brought here as slaves, all of us came from 
the Old World because we wanted the oppor­ 
tunities for freedom or success or adventure

Fit teen per cent of the 
in su latio n of the U nited S tates and C anada suffer 
from gall bladder disease or disturbances, and 30 
per cent of the population over 45 years of age. 
In other words, if all physicians, including m y­ 
self, w ere to toll all patients past 45 years of age 
th at sluggish or diseased gall bladder was the cause 
of their digestive disturbance, we would be right in 
about one in every three cases without asking them 
about the symptoms of th eir digestive disturbance 
or using the X-ray. 
In acute a tta ck s of gall bladder inflammation, 
the m ajority of surgeons advise early operation a s 
in acute appendicitis. However, the im portant point 
for most of us is to try to prevent acute attack s by 
keeping our liver and gall bladder properly active. 
Let us consider how common gall bladder dis­ 
turbance is by rem em bering that three of every four 
gall bladders examined a tte r death in ihosr past 
m iddle age show evidence of disease or disturbance 
of some kind. This m eans that while only a small 
percentage require operation, practically all men 
and women past middle age should try to keep their 
gall bladder in good health by tieing just two things. 
F irst, eat small m eals even it Tour or even five 
m eals arc eaten daily W hile fat and starch foods 
should be cu t down, a little fat food is useful to help 
keep gall bladder active 
Second, try to get a little exercise daily. Bond­ 
ing such as in housework is a good exercise. W alk­ 
ing or deep breathing squeezes liver and helps em pty 
the gall bladder.
